Last year 
four actions, in the nature of test caset, 
were brought in the High Court, three of 
them by British ex-Service men and one by 
the widow of a British ex-Service man 
against the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers Land 
Trust, claiming the return of rent paid for 
cottages provided under, the Irish Free State 
(Consequential Provisions) Act, 1922, the 
plaintiffs relying on the judgement of. the 
Supreme Court in the case of Leggett and 
other British ex-Service men residing at 
Killester against the Land Trust, that the 
occupiers of these cottages are not- hound to 
pay rent All the actions were dismissed, 
and the plaintiffs are appealing against that 
judgment. 


MOY FISHERY 


An appeal of considerable importance is 
being brought on behalf of the Attorney- 
General, who had been added as a defendant 
in an action of Miss M. Little and others 
against a number of persons residing in the 
Ballina district. The plaintiffs claimed a 
declaration that they are owners of a several 
fishery in the River Moy, in the Counties 
of Mayo and Sligo, and a perpetual in- 
junction to restrain the defendants, other 
than the Attorney-General, from trespassing 
on the fishery. The High Court gave judg- 
ment in favour of the plaintifis, and the 
Attorney-General is appealing from so much 
of the judgment as declared that the 
plaintiffs. are entitled to, and possessed of, 
a several fishery in the entire tidal portion of 
the River Moy in the Counties of Mayo and 
Sligo, from and including the weirs at 
Ballina and Ardnacree to the high sea; and 
that at the dat® of the coming into operation 
of the Constitution of the Irish Free State 
the plaintiffs, or their predecessors in title, 
were entitled under a valid and subsisting 
grant to the several fishery. ‘ 

The Attorney-General is asking the 

Supreme Court to declare that there is 4 
public right of fishing for salmon and all 
other kinds of fish in the entire tidal portions 
of the river from and including the weirs 
at Ballina and Ardnacree to the high sea, 
and to dismiss the plaintiffs’ action wita 
costs. 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., are appealing from 
the verdict of a jury and ca" for 
£650 in favour of James Robb Stanhope, 
who formerly resided in Durban, and who 
brought an action against them claiming 
damages for alleged breach of contract and 
negligence. He sought a declaration that it 
was the duty. of the defendants to have in- 
cluded in the draw for the Grand National 
Sweepstake of 1932 fifty-two counterfoils of 
sweepstake tickets sent, duly paid for, by 
him from South Africa to the defendants, 
and that it was the duty of the defendants to 
have sent to him seller's receipts for dis- 
tribution to customers to whom he had sold 
the tickets. The defendants denied that they 
entered into any contract with the plaintiff 
or that they failed to include the counterfoils 
in the draw. They denied negligence. and 
said that they received counterfoils of two of 
the tickets referred to, together with the 
roper subscriptions, and that these counter- 
oils were entered for the draw and were 
acknowledged. The jury assessed damages 
in favour of the plaimtiff at £650 for loss 
suffered by him, including injury to his 
reputation, and 10s. 7d. for loss, excluding 
injury to his reputation; and the appellants 
ua to have the judgment íor the £650 set 
aside. .

I was shown a grim relic of '88 the 
other day. It was a pike, recently dis- 
covered in the thatch of a cottage when 
repairs were being done. The workmen, 
in removing part of the thatch, dislodged 
the pike from the place of conccalment. 
where it had lain for so many years. and 
it fell to the cround. It had evidently 
been hidden there .t a time when the 
possession of such things was dangerous, 
and had never been disturbed—possibly 
through forgetfulness, possibly because its 
owner had met a sad fate before he could 
confide the secret of its hiding place to a 
trustworthy friend. 

It was a formidable-looking weapon, 
with its pointed head and the sharp hook 
protruding at right angles half-way up the 
shafts, which was used, I was told, to cut 
the reins of en adversary’s horse. It 
would be interesting to know if many of 
these pikes, which were the common 
weapon of the foot soldier before the in- 
troduction of the bayonet, and which have 
played such an important part in Irish 
history, still exist.

Synod of Armagh at its meeting in the 


Alexander Synod Hall to-day. 

Dr. D'Arcy said that perhaps they would 
not wonder that he felt like the father of a 
family who, returning home after a jong 
absence, found himself again surrounded by 
his children. 

The report to be presented to the Synod 
was an excellent report. As regards their 
financial stability, no. announcement could be 
more satisfactory than that al] assessments 
were paid in full at the end of 1935. He was 
delighted to hear that arrangements were 
being made to work out a simplification of 
the diocesan accounts. 

Having alluded to the deaths of some 
members of the Synod, Dr. D’Arcy said: 
“The world of to-day is distracted by con- 
flicting movements which threaten to rend 
asunder the social orders. In Russia is a 
pewerful anti-Christian faction which has 
hecome dormant in the political life of that 
vast country. 1 cannot believe that it 
iltumately will prevail in destroying the 
ehgious life of a people formerly regarded 

the most fervent of believers. In Other 
lauds are movements which are almost 
equally threatening.

AUSTRALIA 


“When, with the warm approval of the 
highest available authority in our Church,

We here cannot easily 
realise the magnitude of the community 
which our kinsmen from these islands have 
created in their great Continent. The cele- 
ration was centred in Sydney, because the 
first bishop consecrated for Australia was the 
Bishop of Sydney. Now Sydney is a great 
and splendid city. Its population is a million 
and a quarter- Seated on its ea: 
the 


harbour, it is a worthy queen of th 
Antipodes. Yet it is not wise to single it 
out exclusively for admiration; for Mel-

arge 

“The month spent in Sydney was filled 
with engagements which brought me into con- 
tact with great numbers of people of all kinds 
and classes, and some which enabled me to 
see the surrouné@ing districts and more inland 
places. including some very characteristic of 
the country. There is a freedom of manners 
and of intercourse and a ready don, yg to 
every appeal, which contrasts somewhat with 
our more distant. ways. Australia is a sunny 
land. -.. 

“ But all this is introductory to what I wish 
to say to yon as to the state of religion in 
that distant land. The impression which re- 
mains in my mind is of a people to whom 
their religious faith is a great reality. The 
great congregations which assembled every- 
where, the warmth of worship, the attend- 
ances at Holy Communion, the attention given 
to the sermon—all went to show that there 
is indeed a true conviction of the inestimable 
value of their Christian profession in the 
hearts of the people of Australia. Moreover, 
the clergy of the Church there showed every 
sign of earnest faith and ¢cevoted service. 

“1 ventere also to add that never any- 
where have I met leaders who produced an 
impression of more effective ladetshin than 
the bishops of the Australian Church. And | 
think 1 may especially refer in this connection 
to the Archbishop of Sydney, Dr, Mowll 
Upon him fell the heaviest burden of responsi- 
bilitv. and never in my experience was a 
burden of the kind more manfully and success- 
fully carried. ... Nor does he stand alone 
—the archbishops and bishops of the churches 
of our commimicn, both in Australia and in 
New Zealand, most worthily represent the 
great Anglican communion to which we our- 
selves belong. There is indeed a splendid 
‘tradition of service w these great Southern 
churches, - - - 

‘* Australia is a land of vast spaces. While 
a very large proportion of the population :s 
in the great cities, there are scattered com- 
munities engaged in sheep-farming, mining 
and other occupations in its interior. One of 
the great difficulties which the Church has 
to face is to mimster to these people: and 
she has to think of their bodily, as well as 
their spiritual, needs. One of the most 
urgent of these—the provision of medical at- 
tendance in cases of urgency—has been most 
wonderfully met by a system by which 
wireless messages can be sent to selected 
centres, amd doctors and nurses conveyed by 
seroplane. It 1s right that I should say that 
this splendid work was started and de- 
veloned by the magnificent energy of a 
minister the Presbyterian Church, whose 
work has been warmly supported by the 
leaders of the Anglican and other Churches. 


NEW ZEALAND 


“ In Niew Zealand the Anglican Church is 
m a very: strong position. Bishop Selwyn, 
the first bishop, was a very able and de- 
voted leader. Having been so intensely oc- 
cupied by the functions connected with the 
ceutenany of the Australian Church, it was 
Lot expected of us to give ail our time to 
similar engagements in New Zealand. Some, 
however, we gladly undertook. A Service 
aid semnon in Auckland, the most populous 
city in that country, was a delightful ex- 
perience, owing to the welcome extended to 

clergy and people and the great con- 
gregation im the cathedral. Here an address 
of me was presented by the Arch-

Service great numbers remained to shake 
hands and give personal expression to their 
good wishes. herever we went we met 


with. some expression of good-will.

Island and the alps and glaciers of the 
South Island, together with forest scenery of 
a very remarkable kind, create a deep im- 
pression.”

Canon T. J, McEndoo, speaking 
on the report, said that there should be one 
diocesan curate to aid overworked clergymen. 
He himself had been in a curacy for two 
years and he did not have two Sundays off 
during that period. á 

The Dean of Armagh said that formerly 
they had a diocesan curate, and he had not 
been called upon for one-third of any year. 
Such an appointment would mean a waste of 
inoney. 

Dr. D'Arcy said that they had three “ un- 
employed” clergymen as regards parochial 
duties, who could be called upon to act 
where the incumbent was unable to do so. 
Archdeacon A. Lockett Ford said that he 
did not know what hard-worked clergymen 
were. He conducted four services each Sun- 
day, and had not had a holiday in the last 
five years. He did not feel a bit the worse 
for it. : 

It was decided that the matter should 
be left to the discretion of the Council. 
The report was adopted. 


CATHEDRAL GRANT 


The Dean of Armagh referred to the part 
of the report dealing with the grant of £40 a 
year to St. Patrick's Cathedral, and moved 
that the grant be reduced to £20 a year. 
He said that St. Patrick's was in a different 
position now to what it was when the grant 
was given first. While they were giving that 
grant’ their own Cathedral seemed to be left 
out of the consideration of the diocese alto- 
gether. 

The motion was ruled out of order, and the 
Dean said that it could be brought before 
the Council. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 
The following were elected Representative 
Governors on the Diocesan Board of Educa- 
tion for the next three years :—The Rev. A.

á RANCE Before the Revolution ” ig 
a the general subject oí this years 
series of Ardilaun Lecture at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, and the lecturer 
is Professor J.. H. Clapham, D.Litt., Vice- 
Provost of King’s College, Cambridge. 
In the first lecture of the series, yesterday, 
Professor Clapham took for his subject 
The Countryside.” 
The Archbishop of Dublin presided, and in 
intweducing the lecturer said that the French 
Revolution had many causes. It had ante- 
cedents which were religious, social, 
economic and intellectual. Dr. Clapham 
would deal with the economic antecedeuts. 
Professor Clapham, im the course of b's 
lecture, said that the peculiar thing about 
the French Revolution—the thing which dis- 
tinguished it from the incredible upheaval m 
Russia in 1917—was that that revolution did 
not come at the end of a long and unsuccess- 
ful war; for only a few years before, France 
had terminated a successful war—the war in 
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Proressonr J. H. CLAPHAM. 


which the French helped to rob England of 
the American colonies. She had been strong 
and victorious from 1783 to 1789, while Eng- 
land was very much occupied with the 
dangers which French power seemed to carry 
with it. He thought that people were less 
surprised by the beginning of the French 
Revolution than by the course the French 
Revolution took. 


‘A GREAT NATION ” 


This lecture was concerted with France 

before the Revolution. It was interesting 
to remember that, of all Western countries, 
France had changed less in the last 150 
years in her appearance and her daily life— 
though she had changed greatly—than Eng- 
land and Germany. France’s boundaries 
before the French Revolution were 
nearly what they are to-day, as drawn by 
the peace of 1919. ‘The main reason why 
it had not changed very greatly was that 
France had already reached such a pitch of 
economic power and density of population in 
the eighteenth century that rapid change 
was out of the question. In the eighteenth 
century Frenchmen had the habit of talking 
of their country as “a great nation,’ ard 
they were right from every point of view. 
It had 26,000,000 peop'e, while the United 
Kingdom had not got more than half that 
number, and Germany had certainly many 
milfions less. 
It was a great nation in bulk. intelligence 
and power. Of that 26,000,000, not ten per 
cent. lived in the: big towns, and not more 
than 15 per cent. lived in anything that 
could be called a town. They had to think 
of a society 90 per cent. agricultural, or 
living in the small country towns, which 
were dependent on the surrounding égricu' 
tural community. The whole of the country 
helonged, in legal theory, to the King, the 
Royal Princes, the Church and the nobility. 
Nobility was a much wider term for 
eighteenth century France than for eighteenth 
century England; it included what was 
known in Eng'and and Ireland as the nobility 
and gentry. 


THE CHURCH AND THE LAND 


The French reformers had made a great 
deal to do about the amount of property 
ewned by tlie Church, and so people had got 
a false notion in regard to it. As a matter 
of fact, it was doubtful whether the Churcl: 
in France owned, even nominally, more than 
about 7; per cent. of the land. The Church 
was not the gigantic lan ,-owner that popular 
history made her: certainly south of the Loire 
the Church did not own 5 per cent. of the 
land. fy the principle of dominant duty, in 
practice ownership lay with the peasant. 1t 
was a burdensome ownership that produced 
the major peasant grievances that the peasant 
could bequeath Ins land, se'l it, and cultivate 
it. as he pleased. 

In some cases the peasant with ‘‘ dominant 
duty’ ownership was what in English law 
would be called a freeholder. The lords had 
assigned their rights in the land for some 
fixed payment at a time when the money 
represented a tolerably good rent or com- 
pensation; but money liad gone down and 
down in value, and it was very easy to 
pay what in English law was equivalent to 
quit rent. Occasionally, besides these claims 
there were various remnants of medizyal 
customs, some of which were economic hard- 
ships and others psychological. hardships ; 
“and when,” said the lecturer. “won are 
going to have a revolution, one is as good as 
the other.” 

There were peasants who resented the 
psychological hardships, because, by reason 
of these claims, the relationship between 
them and the lords was considered degrading ; 
but he feared some historians had made too 
much of these hardships. In many provinces 
of France serfdom had ceased for centuries. 
It was practically dead before the Revolution 


COST OF LIVING 


He went on to say that a certain cause 
of the trouble was that the cost of living | 
was going up—some people thought 40 pe 
cent.—between 1/50 and 1785, The lords set 
their lawvers te work in the manorial courts 
to try to get more out of their -estates in 
various ways, and put up the backs of the 
peasants, while the wretched wage-earner, 
who suffered severelv, became revolutionaries 
The last three years bofere the Revolution 
were bad years: 1787 was very wet, in 1783 
there was terrible drought and . destructive 
storms, followed hy a really terrible winter. 
Many people were starving, and there was 
bound to be trouble.

The most dramatic moment of the debate 
came when Mr. Ernest Bevin, President- 
elect of the Trades Union Congress, made a 
eri attack on Mr. Morrison, who had de- 
clared that the Parliamentary Party was not 
committed to voting for the Service esti- 
mates. 
Mr. Bevin said that Mr. Morrison’s speech 
meant “' at the back” to the Parlia- 
mentary Party. 


“ TIGHT-ROPE WALKING ”

In all kindness to Mr. Morrison, 
I cannot help feeling his speech was one

The attack on the Executive policy came 
from tliree sides. Mr. Lansbury, former 
Leader of the Party, who resigned on the 
question of support for sanctions, voiced the

Sir Stafford Cripps, of the Socialist League, 
while declaring that he did not object to 
armaments, which could be controlled by the 
working-classes of the world, said that he 
objected to putting power into the hands of 
the people whom they had uniformly accused 
of being responsible for the. present world 
conditions.

“ I thought when the Executive put down 
its motion that this was a clear departure 
on the re-armament side of the policy—not 
what has been declared at the Conference that 
is burking the issue—but a departure from 
the votes that have been given at the House 
on the estimates during the last few 
months.” . | 
Before the vote was taken Mr. Bevin 
moved a resolution calling for the postpone- 
ment of the decision until to-day, but, on a 
show of hands, he was defeated by the 
narrow majority of seven. He said that he 
had forty delegates from his union in the 
Conference, and had had no opportunity of 
consulting them as to how their vote should 
be given. 


GERMAN ARMAMENTS 
Dr. Hugh Dalton, former Under-Secretary 


for Foreign Affairs, moved the resolution 
which reaffirmed the policy of the party to

LAST NIGHT’S DUBLIN 
BROADCAST

The second of the series of symphony con- 
certs which is being broadcast this season 
from Athlone and Dublin Station, with the 
object of letting music lovers know something 
of the evolution of the symphony, was given 
with great snecess last nignt. The feature 
of the broadcast in this stries is the milorma- 
tive talk by a prominent musician, and last 
night the talk was given by Mr. Harold R. 
White. In his opening remarks he confessed 
that he as a child and young student ab- 
horred classical music, and expressed the 
opinion that children are given large doses 
of severe classical music to play long before 
they are able to digest it, much less conceive 
a hiking for it. As a child he liked Mozart 
because he had a lovely face. The only thing 
he had against Mozart was that he was a 
prodigy, and he never had a: belief in 
rodigies—they rarely came to anything. But 
Mozart, who played i public when only five 
arid toured Europe at the age of eight, did 
really do something, and something very 
great. His facility in composition was 
phenomenal He scored the overture to “‘Don 
Giovanni’ in a single night, and conceived 
the overtute to “ The Magic Flute’’ over a 
game of billiards. 

He recalled that Mozart composed five 
violin concettos alone, of which that played 
last night, with Miss Nancie Lord as soloist, 
was No. 3. The Jupiter Symphony, 
with which the first part of the 
broadcast was concluded, brought them, 
said Mr. White, to the second stage 
of the evolution of the symphony. Mozart 
wrote at least forty symphonies, the greatest 
of which were those in E filet. G minor and 
C major (the Jupiter), and the amezing thing 
was that he completed these three grinving 
compositions ir the space of six weeks in 
1788. Mozart never bothered about giving 
this symphony a title—some foolish pul- 
lisher or “fan” called it Jupiter and ine 
name ‘‘ stuck.” 


THE ORCHESTRA 


Dr. J. F Larchet was the corductor for 
the night, and one was greatly impressed 
with his clear reading of the Mozart com- 
positions, The introductory theme in the 
Concerto was delivered in a manne: that at 
once caught the attention and created atmo- 
sphere for the entry of the soloist. The inter- 
play of the solo and orchestral parts was 
delightfully balanced, the string tone was 
clear and singing, and one recorded good 
marks also for the woodwind, the oboes in 
particular. Whilst her playing throughout 
was highly commendable, it was in the beauti- 
ful Adagio movement that Miss Lord ex- 
celled. The tone heie was rich and full of 
colour and life, and the technique so sure 
that one never thonght of the difficulties. 
For her they did not appear to exist sc “9n- 
fident and sure was her work. 

In the 4‘ Jupiter’’ Symphony Dr. Larchet 
brought out the lofty character of the work. 
He was very correct in his reading and neat 
in scoring his points, A little more vitality 
might. Serband, Mise been given to the second 
part of the opening movement. The slow move- 
ment was full of dignity and had moments of 
great passion, which contrasted strikingly 
with the easy grace of the minuet. The 
finalé was well built up, and here Dr.

Talking of Frederick Delius, Mr, White 
said one had to be in a recentive mood for 
that composer, whose music was strange and 
in a sense fragmentary and fugitive, It 
was essentially atmospheric and pictorial! in 
the sense that it depicted the effects of nature 
on the soul of man. Delius belonged to no 
school—his style and manner were his own, 
and his treatment of the orchestra notable.

Fire and Water 


Three brave men lost their lives in the 
fire which broke out in Dublin on Mon- 
day night. They entered the flaming 
building on the strength of a rumour that 
several people were trapped inside. While 
engaged in the search they were buried 
by an explosion, which brought down one 
of the walls, and were killed—instantly, 
hope. It was a gallant and a 
terrible end. More courage is demanded 
in the ordinary work of a fire- 
man than in almost any other type of 
work, and he goes about his duties in the 
knowledge that danger cannot be avoided. 
The public knows also that accidents must 
happen; but, while it honours these men 
for their sacrifice, it will ask whether 


as we 


‘the sacrifice could have been avoided. The 


fire in Pearse street has elements which 
call for the most careful inquiry. Several 
disastrous fires have broken out in Dublin 
during the last twelve months, and in 
more than one instance there has been the 
suspicion that they could have been 
brought under contro] far sooner if the 
Fire Brigade had had the proper means 
at its disposal. Yesterday the Acting City 
Manager told our representative that the 
Corporation had no official knowledge of 
a failure in the water pressure; but, if 
one thing is certain, it is that there was 
a failure in Pearse street on Monday 
night. Eye-witnesses agree generally that 
the pressure was strong enough to 
keep only two lines of hose at work, and 
that other fire engines had to stand by, 
useless because of a lack of water. If 
matters had been otherwise, it is possible 
that the fire would not have been subdued 
before the explosion took place, but there 
can be no doubt that it would have been 
subdued before the next house became 
Why was the pressure 
inadequate? Is it reduced in Dublin 
during the night hours, or does it arise 
from an actual shortage in the water 
supply, which would reveal itself in the 
same fashion at any time of the day? If 
the former, it must be remedied at once, 
because people’s lives and property cannot 
be risked in this manner. If the latter, 
it provides yet another reason why the 
city’s new water supply should be obtained 
with the least possible delay. For several 
years past it has been increasingly obvious 
that the present supply is inadequate for 
the city—it has remained constant, while 
new suburbs have been growing up on 
every side of Dublin. The shortage of 
water, which will disappear as soon as 
the Poulaphouca scheme is put into opera- 
tion, has become a jfamiliar nuisance in 
the summer months! and the latest fire 
sugeests that it is not only a nuisance, 
but a real danger. Whatever the facts 
may be about this outbreak, they ought 
to be established, if only in justice to the 
Fire Brigade. The firemen must risk their 
lives whatever happens, but they must 
not be asked to risk them with empty 
hoses in their hands. :

The Saorstat’s Chance 


We wonder if Mr. de Valera is keeping 
an eye on the new feeling in Great 
Britain. Noticeably during the past week 
—and, less obviously, for several months 
past—the pronouncements of prominent 
Britons have been more and more favour- 
able to the idea of free trade. It begins 
to look as if the experiment with pro- 
tection were not en unqualified success. 
The people of Great Britain are realising 
that a nation whose prosperity depends 
almost entirely on its markets abroad 
cannot work a tariff policy without trouble 
and loss. Tariffs have brought much 
benefit to the United Kingdom. They 
have started the wheels of industry rolling 
in cities which had been reduced, as a 
result of foreign “ dumping; to the 
lowest depths ; they have lessened the un- 
employment figures by a quarter—and 
they have done these things without 
creating a serious rise in the cost of living. 
On the other hand, they have jeopardised 
Great Britain’s position in many of her 
vitally important markets. The Argentine

Perhaps, Mr. de 
Valera’s. new Constitution will create 
such an outburst of hostility across the

become an impossibility; but we venture 
to doubt whether it will go so far. The 
moment for a mutual approach—on a 
strictly practical basis—is opportune. 
England has manifested real alarm for 
the security of her food supplies ever since 
thoughts of war began to occupy her mind. 
Ireland, to be sure, cannot guarantee to 
feed a nation of forty million people, but, 
as the Great: War showed, she can go a 
long way towards that end; and she is 
virtually the one source of food supply 
with which Great Britain can maintain 
uninterrupted communication. We think 
that a settlement of the two countries’ 
economic disagreement could be reached 
with the least possible sacrifice on 
Ireland's part. The problem of the land 
annuities no longer causes anybody the 
loss of a night’s sleep; and, if Mr. de 
Valera is fearful for the inviolability of 
his infant industries, he can console him- 
self with the thought that Great Britain 
hardly could show the Free State less con- 
sideration than she has shown the other 
Dominions—even if she has suffered more 
at the Free State’s hands. True, Saorstdt 
Eireann now manufactures for herself 
many goods which formerly she was com- 
pelled to import, but, even so, she still 


offers a considerable market for external | 


goods. During the first eight months of 
this year she bought, in all, wares to the 
value of £25,000,000 from other countries. 
Is this market negligible ? 

Of those £25,000,000, sent out of the 
Free State in payment for purchases, 
nearly £14,000,000 went to Great, Britain 
and Northern Ireland. By far the larger 
share of the remaining £11,000,000 was 
sent to countries which buy nothing, or 
next to nothing, from the Free State, and 
nearly all of it was in payment for com- 
modities which equally well might have 
been obtained from the United Kingdom. 
The sole reason why these orders went to 
other countries was that the Free State 
Government might prosecute its economic 
war with some appearance of success. 
This is folly. After four years the causes 
of the economic war have been forgotten, 
both in Ireland and in England, by nine 
people out of ten, and the two nations 
stand in the position of any other two 
countries which, for reasons of their own, 
have protected themselves by tariff walls. 
Is there one reason—dictated by pride or 
by any other sentiment—why an ordinary, 
hard, matter-of-fact bargain should not be 
driven between Merrion street and White- 
hall? The Free State can offer Great 
Britain an additional £11,000,000’s worth 
of trade every eight months, and Great 
Britain, in return, can take a virtually 
unlimited supply of produce from the 
Free State. We do not suggest that there 
shall be absolute free trade between the 
two nations: Mr. de Valera’s new indus- 
tries, in those circumstances, would have 
good grounds for complaint. On the other 
hand, a comprehensive trade agreement, 
which would provide for the removal of 
the existing duties on Irish live-stock and 
would give Great Britain a monopoly of 
all those goods which the Free State 
cannot produce for herself, is an easy and 
logical step. It need not interfere with 
the wheat campaign or the beet campaign 
or anything else; for Mr. de Valera would 
have more money with which to subsidise 
those experiments. The present situation 
is unreal, inasmuch as both sides are 
cutting off their noses to spite their faces. 
An honourable and practical solution 
would be so simple. i

| dei Fraticelli. This, we read, was founded 


in 1315, and is the oldest pharmacy in 


the world. Down six centuries brown- 


habited and corded friars have compounded 
drugs and dispensed medicines there, 
toiling to relieve human suffering. It is 
interesting to learn that the pharmacy still 
serves the Cause of medicine in an age 
when the art of healing has all the 
resources of science and the State to aid 
its advancement. In the early centuries 
the friars probably were far ahead of lay 
practitioners, and were, in effect, pioneers 
of medieval science. The religious 
Orders, with houses in many lands, were 
able to assemble the fruits of ‘all the 
world’s knowledge. They alone trans- 
cended the medieval frontiers and 
circulated the wisdem of all peoples. 
Arabian medical science entered the West 
in the twelfth century, and it was the

AN ACT OF TWO-FOLD 
SIGNIFICANCE

The appointment of Mr. Sean Lester as 
Deputy Secretary-General of the League ol 


the personal qualifications of. Mr. Lester 
himself, but also of the international stand- 
ing of the Irish Free State, and, therefore, 
deserves to be greeted with double satisiac- 
tion in his own country, 

Of Mr. Lester himself little need be said. 
While he was representative of the Irish Free 
State in Geneva, and especially during the 

erlod of three years for which he: sat as 
rish representative on the Council of the 
League, his sound judgment, moderation and 
tenacity of purpose secured for him a solid 
reputation in international circles, which was 
enhanced by his good humour and personal 
‘* likeableness.’’ lt was, indeed, the recogm- 
tion of these qualities that led to his appoimt- 
ment, amid general approval, as High Com- 
missioner of the League in Danzig, If the 
league's relations with Danzig appear likely 
to terminate rather ingloriously, the re 
sponsibility does not rest upon Mr. Lester. 

On the contrary, his work as High Com- 
missioner at Danzig has evidently convinced 
the Secretary-General of the League—il 
further proof were ueeded—of Mr. Lester's 
ability to undertake the heavy responsibility 
of Deputy Secretary-General. But ability 
alone would not have sufficed; for there are 
conditions attaching to the post. Some years 
ago there was a movement among the smaller 
States’ members of the League to prevent the 
higher control of League administration from 
resting exclusively in the hands of nominees 
of the Great Powers. Mr. Lester himself, 
being then on the Council of the League, and 
@ prominent member of the Fourth Committee 
of the Assembly, played a very active part 


resulted in an agreement that no one State 
should have two of its nationals among the 
heads of ‘the Secretariat—Secretary-General, 
Deputy Secretary-Generalt and Assistant 
Secretaries-General—and that if the Secretary- 
General at any time was a national of a great 
Power, then his deputy must be a national 
of a small Power, and rice-versa. 

M. Avenel, the present Secretary-General, 
being a Frenchman, his deputy must be a 
rational of one of the smaller States. The 
post was first filled by a Spaniard, M. de 
Azcarate.

International Trade

“These castings are of exceptional 
dimensions, and will consist of cast steel 
stem, cast steel stern frame, cast steel 
shaft brackets and cast steel rudder, and 
will be manufactured by us at our Park- 
head works, Glasgow.”’

The Queen 
Mary is 1,020ft. overall, and 1,004ft. at 
the water-line. 
Thousands of workers throughout -the 
country as well as at Clydebank will 
benefit by the liner’s construction. In the 
case of the Queen Mary 200 firms in sixty 
towns suppiied accessories for the ship. 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, announced in the House of 
Commons that on June 18 he agreed in 
principle to the use by the Cunard-White 
Star Company of the fund under the North 
Atlantic Shipping Act for the construction 
of a sister ship to the Queen Mary. 
Under this Act the Government is em- 
powered at its discretion to advance public 
money towards the cost of further tonnage. 
Clydebank was delighted when Mr.

ERR HITLER, in opening the 
1936/’37 Winter Help campaign at 
the Deutschland Halle to-night, sharply 
attacked the “ democratic liars ” in other 
countries. He also hit out at “ bourgeois 
critics,’ who complained about having to 
give to the Winter Help funds, and 
grumblers who made petty complaints. 

“ At the end of the war,” he said, “ we 
expected justice on the basis of Wilson's 
fourteen points. You all know what 
happened. The most senseless war had the 
most senseless ending. For us the peace 
was only a continuation of the war. Since 
then State after State has been attacked 
by the poison of Bolshevism. 

‘‘Indeed, when we consider present-day 
democracy, we cannot be surprised at the 
victory of Bolshevism, for this democracy 
is a lie. What a lie it is that people 
should have taken up for the last three 
and a half years this antagonistic attitude 
to the German—when people think that 
they can criticise everything about the 
German people—when they will not believe 
anything good of the German people—an4d 
yet close their eyes to the horrible events 
now going on in Spain. 

“What a lying democracy that is which 
still to-day decl that we must defend 
democracy even Wspain. and thereby de- 
fend anarchists, incendiarists, murderers 
and torturers. This democratic lie cannot 
lead to anything else than the naked truth 
of Bolshevism.’’ 

Herr Hitler went on: ‘‘Only the new 
spirit of Nationa] Socialism was able to 
make the German people immune from 
Moseow: To-day the mob of Jews in 
Moscow say and do what they like. They 
will be received only with ridicule by the 
German nation.”

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article :—To the Western mind there must 
always be something abstruse about the 
methods of Oriental diplomacy, and the 
testiness of manner which has lately been 
Japan's own particular contribution to 
those methods enhances rather than 
modifies their intricacy. In externals, it 
is true, the crises which recur with the 
tedious frequency of routine in Sino- 
Japanese relations have hitherto . con- 
formed to a simple pattern. An incident 
occurs, Japan protests, China replies, 
Japan dissatisfied trumps China’s reply 
with an ultimatum or a landing party, 
and China gives way. A new foundation 
for neighbourly accord is hailed rather 
perfunctorily in Tokyo and Nanking, and 
a few weeks later some gunboat is clearing 
her decks to underline a further accusa- 
tion of “ insincerity’ on the part of 


} China. 


The latest of these crises owes its incep- 
tion to a series of sporadic and irrespon- 
sible acts of violence. Two outrages in the 
Yangtse Valley, one in South China and a 
fourth in Hongkew—the Japanese quarter 
of Shanghai—have in the past two months 
resulted in the deaths of half-a-dozen 
Japanese. Although each case was made 
the subject of an official Japanese inquiry 
—for which the Chinese officials granted 
full facilities—not one particle of evidence 
has been adduced to show that these 
isolated occurrences had any political. 
significance whatever, and Tokyo would 
be well advised to drop ths particular line 
of attack, which, based as it is on nothing 
more than highly improbable supposition, 
carries little weight with the audience for 
which it is intended. 

The Chinese are admittedly difficult 
people to deal with, and they are im- 
possible to deal with at all—except bv 
force—unless you have their confidence. 
This Japan, both by her actions and her 
attitude, has forfeited. What she has 
done she has done by the implied threat 
of force. Though she has not got far, she 
has got somewhere near the end of China’s 
tether. If she persists in being over- 
bearing and exorbitant there will. come a 
time when China, or, more accurately, 
China’s leaders, will revolt at being frog- 
marched any farther. Once passive resist- 
ance turns into an armed forlorn hope (a 
contingency not inofdinately remote), 
Japan must accept the consequences. Chief 
among them will be the collapse of her 
most important market and the absorption 
of her energies in an attempt to conquer 
the unconquerable. War between China 
and Japan would be tragic folly. Japan’s 
present policy is leading her towards it— 
though not at present rapidly towards 
it—and Japan’s present policy is bringing 
her few rewards of any sort. The West 
will judge her by her ability to modify 
that policy—to correlate the spirit of her 
deeds with the letter of her protestations 
to give China a chance. This country, in 
particular, is not unmindful of, or in- 
different to, Japan’s, peculiar needs and 
difficulties; but Japan can expect little 
sympathy, and nothing more concrete 
than sympathy, until her much-vaunted 
altruism towards Asia is shown to be 
something better than a _ perfunctory 
disguise.

Approached by a reporter, Captain 
Connolly, Chief of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, declined to comment on the 
question of ne. ho pressure. 

Asked xyeste lay for a statement, the 
Acting City Manager and Town Clerk 
said: “ The statements appearing in the 
Dublin newspapers to-day to the effect that 
the water pressure at last night's fire was 
low are being investigated. The engineer, 
Mr. Chance, will go into the matter.” 

“ Do you know that there was, actually, 
an inadequate water pressure? ”’ 

Mr. Keane answered that he had not 
been at the fire, and that so far as he 


pen knew at the moment there had | 


en no shortage of water. '“ I do know 
that at one time there was enough water 
to put out a dozen fires,”’ he added. 

“Supposing the water pressure in 
Dublin was inadequate at the moment, and 


that there was another big fire to-night, | 


would there not be heavy loss to property 
in the city?!” the Acting City Manager 
was next asked. 

‘‘ If the statements.in the newspapers 
are true, that is so, - he replied. 

“ And what steps are being taken to 
safeguard against that? ”’ 


“The engineers are investigating the | 


statements which have been made,”’ 
repeated Mr. Keane. ‘‘ A report will be 
made and forwarded to a committee. But, 
of course, that may not be necessary. At 
any rate, the report will reach me.”’ 

That concluded the interview. 


ONE WHO WAS THERE 


An eye-witness of the whole affair gave 
the following account to an Irish Times 
reporter:— —. 

“ When I arrived on the scene at eleven 
o’clock one fire engine, as distinct from 
an escape, was there. Two firemen were 
standing on the pavement with one hose. 
Another was on the roof of the single- 
storey house adjacent. At that time | 
could clearly see partitions and shelves in 
the Exide building burning. A minute or 
so afterwards there was an explosion—the 
second—and smoke obscured the view. 
Water was still coming from one hose. 
There was only enough pressure in that 
hose to sweep the ground floor of the burn. . 
ing building. The water was only coming 
intermittently from it, and the firemen 
continued to play their hose on the ground 
floor. 

“I could see the glare of flames through 
the hali of the adjoining building, and 
could sce that the fire was spreading to 
that building. The Exide building was 
plainly doomed, but it was possible at that 
time—if there had been water pressure— 
to walk up the stairs of the adjacent 
building and turn a hose on the flames 
which were creeping towards it. 


INTERMITTENT 


““ After nearly twenty minutes the new 
fire escape arrived. I learned afterwards 
that it had refused to budge out of the 
fire station before that time. It was only 
with considerable difficulty that they 
managed to get it up Pearse street to the 
fire. Another line of hose was placed, and 
a big six-inch ribbon pipe was laid from 
a hydrant opposite the Exide building to 
the new fire engine and screwed on there. 
A hose was laid from the engine to 
the fire.. By this time another escape 
and more engines had arrived. The 
two hoses were run from the engine, 
and three firemen on each escape directed 
the water down into the interior of the 
building. The streams of water from the 
nozzles of the hoses, instead of being dead- 
straight, were hoop-shaped. Obviously 
there was no water pressure worth talking 
about. | | 

“Then the pipe from the hydrant 
became uncoupled from the engine and the 
firemen stood at the top of the escapes 
with no water coming from their hoses. 
The defect was remedied, but it occurred 
again and again every few minutes. In 
the meantime the other fire engines were 
doing nothing. So far as they were con- 
cerned. the firemen might have arrived in 


a "bus with their hoses. Apparently the | 
pressure of water was so low that the fire- 


men had to conserve it in two hoses. If it 
had been spread over a number of hoses 
there would not have been sufficient pres- 
sure to work them at all. At midnight, it 
was rumoured, the pressure was turned on 
at the pressure station in Leeson street, 
but the pressure at the fire was still very 
poor. By this time the fire had apparently 
burned itself out in the interior of both 
gutted buildings. | | 

“ At no time during the fire did there 
seem to be anything like a sufficient pres- 
sure of water. The word inadequate has 
been used, but the pressure was much 
worse than that. There was a lamentable 
shortage of water. No — 
attached to the firemen themselves.

Nugent, who had only short service 
in the brigade, was engaged and was to 
have been married in a month or. two. 
Mrs. Malone saw her husband enter the 
building and heard the explosion. 

The tragic story of their deaths was un- 
folded yesterday when their comrades, 
working in acrid smoke and in immediate 
danger from falling masonry, dug thirty 
tons of smouldering débris out of the 
cellars to recover the bodies. 

A disquiet..ing feature of the fire was 


the lack of adequate water pressure, which 


hampered the firemen for nearly a quarter 
of an hour, and prevented them from 
saving an adjacent hotel building. Allega- 
tions about the low water pressure were 
supported yesterday by eye-witnesses who 
were interviewed by an Irish Times 
reporter. |

HEARD AN EXPLOSION 


Mr. Thomas J. Kelly, his wife and five 
young children, in bed in the top floor 
flat, had narrow escapes. 

In an interview Mr. Kelly said: “ We 
were nearly trapped on the top floor. I 
was in bed when I heard an explosion in 
the premises below. I rushed into the 
landing and saw a cloud of black smoke 
rolling up the stairs. 

““I grabbed some clothes, and, without 
waitinz to see where the smoke came from, 
I called out to my wife and children: ‘ Get 
out quickly.’ When we were running down 
the stairs some people who had broken 
down the door came up to meet us. They 
carried the children down into the street. 
We were only partly clothed. I myself had 
an overcoat and trousers over my night 
clothes, but had no time to put on shoes. 

“ My wife and children were taken into 
the house of a neighbour. When I had 
managed to get some more clothes I went

Suddenly a rumour, circulating 
among part of the crowd, spread like 
lightning:  “ There . are -sevem people 
trapped ‘on the top floor.” Firemen 
MacArdle, Nugent and Malone seized a 
hose and disappeared through the smoke 
into the building and up the blazing stair- 
case. What seemed like only a minute 
elapsed—during which members of the 
crowd said that they saw the face of one 
of the men at a window—when there was a 
dull explosion—the third. It is thought 
that the second floor of the building was 
shattered,--and that the firemen fell to a 
horrible death on the ground floor. They 
must, however, have been killled instantly. 


CAUSE OF EXPLOSIONS 


It is. stated that the explosions were 
caused by the action cf the fire on the 
chemical preparations used in_ the 
assembling of the batteries. This has not 
yet been confirmed, 

In the meantime the water pressure had 
increased; and firemen, working hoses from 
four machines, were engaged in attempting 
to: save the adjacent hotel, sitr-ted on the 
top floot of No. 163. They had no chance, 
however. While the water pressure was’ 
low the wind had blown the flames czross 
from the guited Exide building. The out- 
break had obtained a firm hold on the 
hotel, and“it, too, was gutted. Fortunately 
the next house in the row is a one-storey 
building or the outbreak might have had 
serious consequences. 


WHEN MEN WERE MISSED 


It was not until the fire had been got 
under control in the early morning that 
the absence of the three firemen was 
noticed. Immediately rescue attempts were 
taken in hand. 

- With the aid of lamps and the head- 
lights of one of the fire engines, the fire- 
men, with smoke blackened faces, worked 
under the crumbling masonry of the gutted 
buildings. Clouds of smoke from the 


smouldering remains of high-tension 
batteries swirled réund them. Overhead 
charred rafters and beams held uv broken ! 
wall-ends. The outer wall of the building 
was held bv four thin iron pillars. 
Immediate danger from falling débris 
faced the firemen at every dig of their 
shovels. Yet they carried on, feverishly 
searching for their comra ies. 

Through yesterday morning and well 
into the afternoon the effort at recoverv 
continued. Corporation officials erected 
-barriers in a semi-circle round the pave- 
ment and part of the street. The work of 
excavation was carried out by relays of 
firemen, many of whom had heen on con- 
tinuous dutv. Even some of the men who 
were cn holiday hed come to the scene and 
voluntarily helped m the work. The 
charred and severely injured bedies of 
two of the firemen. Malone and Nugent, 
were recovered shortly after dawn, but the 
other body was not located until late last 
night. Some of the firemen, shocked bv 
their experience, broke down and wept 
while the remains cf their comrades were 
taken away in an ambulance. 


' MANY TONS OF DEBRIS 


In the afternoon it was stated that 
thirty tons of débris had been taken out 
of the cellar of the building and piled 
high on the pavement. Civic Guards, 
under Suverintendent Hurley (who had 
been on duty since 11 p.m. on Monday), 
diverted tra%ic. which had to make a 
detour down side streets. They also kept 
in check a morbid crowd of hundreds of 
spectztors.

Knowing that her husband 
would be on duty, she stood at the corner 
of the street and watched the progress of

| GENEVA, Tuesday. 

An urgent appeal for the reduc- 
tion of obstacles to international 
trade as a contribution to the con- 
solidation ‘of peace 1s made in a draft re- 
solution, to be presented to the Second 
Economic Committee of the League by the 
French and British delegations. 

The appeal has the support of the 
Scandinavian countries and _ -Holland, 
Switzerland and Belgium, and will, no 
doubt, be adopted. 

fhe draft resolution is as follows :— 
“The Assembly, noting. with satisfaction 
the joint declaration issued ‘by the 
Governments of ‘France, the U.S.A. and 
the Umted Kingdom, of December 26th, 
1935, and the adhesion thereto unme- 
diately given by several States; 

“Recognising that this declaration 
harmonises with the recommendations 
made by the Economic Committee of the 
League of Nations in its recent report on 
the present phase of economic relations ; 

‘‘QGonsidering that a concordant policy 
designed to re-establish a.durable equili- 
brium hetween the economies of : the 
various countries, to lay more solid foun- 
datious for the stability of economic re- 
lations, and to promote international] 
trade, would effectively contribute to the 
consolidation of peace, the restoration of 
international order, and the gfowth of 
world prosperity and the improvement of 
the standard of.living of the péoples— 

“ Affirms the general desire of States, 
members of the League, to pursue the 
realisation of theses objects, and invites 
all States, whether members of the League 
or not, to co-operate fully to that end ; 

‘‘ Urgently recommends the States con- 
cerned, as an essential condition of final 
success, to organise without any delay de- 
termined and continuons action to ensure 
the application of the policy indicated 
above to reduce excessive obstacles to 
international trade and communications, 
and in particular to relax, and as soon as 
possible to abolish, the present system of 
quotas and exchange controls.’ 


MR. BRUCE’S WARNING 

A very deep impression was made by a 
speech in the Second Commission this 
afternoon by Mr. Stanley Bruce, the 
Australian High Commissioner in London. 

“ The economic and financial problems 
which confront the. world,” he said, 
‘‘ transeend in importance politica] ques 
tions, because they are at the base of 
practically all the troubles with which the 
world is faced,”’ 

It was a truism to refer to the 
atmosphere of tension which existed in the 
world at the present time, and there was 
a feeling of the certainty of war, and that 
war would destroy civilisation. 

He welcomed the financial and mone- 
tary agreement between the three most 
powerful financial countries in the world, 
which, he said, would bring about some 
thing like a de facto stabilisation of their 
various currencies. 

With the advent of the economic crisis 
every country had been faced with in. 
creasing unemploymen , and Governments 
had been obsessed and oppressed by the 
necessity of trying to create employment. 
These factors had led to many disastrous 
measures which impeded the flow of inter- 
national trade—controls, quotas, prohibi 
tive tariffs, etc. 


A RAY OF LIGHT 

“But, above all,” said Mr. Bruce, 
“there has been the building up of arma- 
ments in some countries in order to try 
and find employment for the unemployed 
—a situation which will not permit a 
country to stop its efforts because of the 
tremendous unemployment that would 
inimédiately occur, 

‘The Three Power agreement came as 
a ray of light in this menacing situation. 
1 hope that the Powers! will be more pre- 
pared to do something to-day than was the 
case in 1933 at the monetary and economic 


conference in. London, which broke up 
with nothing achieved save one negative 
and disastrous thing—namely, a recom- 
mendation as a pelicy to reduce production | 
instead, as it ought to have been, of | 
stimulating consumption.”’ 

In conelusion, Mr. Bruce suggested that 


would be by quiet negotiation, especially 
among the ereditor nations, who had just 
reached the important agreement. He sug- 
gested that this was a topic that might 
usefully be discussed by the Locarno 
Powers when they met. 

He also suggested that it would be a 
good thing if the Assembly gave the 
Council authority to appoint a committee 
which would act as a contact point for 
focussing all questions which made the 
present probiem so complicated.

What is regarded as ‘ar more likelv is 
the creation of an export mark. , This 
would be used exclusively abroad for the 
nurchase of German goods, and would be 
backed by a coverage of gold, which might 
possibly be deposited abroad. 

It is realised that even this would need 
the co-operation of other countries, which 
might not be forthcoming. As, however, 
devaluation is not expected for the time 
being, banking circles here are very con- 
cerned about the future of Germany’s 
foreign trade. 3 

There is a general fear that al] countries 
importing German goods may demand 
certificates showing the amount of the 
export subsidy granted in each case. Such 
a move would still further seriously 
hamper German trade, 

Another depressing fact is felt to be that 
Germany's new friend, Italy, has so unex- 
pectedly joined the devaluation camp, 
thereby strengthening the ring around 
Germany. 

Bankers point ont as an interesting 
factor in the present situation that Ger. 
many can expect no financial helo from 
either Fascist Italy or from a Nationalist 
Spain. The money of the world is in the 
hends of the “ despised’’ democratic 
Governments. 

Industrialists, bankers and business 
men are asking themselves very seriously 
what will happen next—can Germany hold 
on until she can establish an economic 
link with the world around her?

The Cabinet this 
evening approved the new Devaluation 
Bill, which reduces the gold content of the 
crown to between 31.31 milligrams (the 
minimum) and 33.21 milligrams (the 
maximum). This represents a depreciation 
of between 10.6 per cent. and 15.98 per 
cent. 

The final exchange value of the currency 
will be fixed by the Government, and will 
depend on the development of the inter- 
national money market. 

Before the Cabinet’s decision was taken, 
Czechoslovakia’s participation in the 
Anglo-Franco-American currency agree- 
ment was discussed between Dr. Hodza, 
the Prime Minister; Mr. R. H. Hadow, 
the British Chargé d’Affaires, and M.

factory lorry, which called at the barrack by 
request. 

To-day a young man, John Clancy, whose 
address was given as Ballylusky, Drangan, 
Co Tipperary, was, at a Spemal Court be- 
fore Mr. P. J. Murray, Peace Commissioner, 
remanded on a charge of being in possession 
of firearms without a permit. 


SHAREHOLDERS MEET 


Shareholders from Waterford, Kilkenny, 
Carlow, ‘Tipperary, Limerick and other 
centres attended an emergency meeting of the 
meat factory, held at Christendom to-day. 

Mr. D. Gorey, Chairman, board of direc 
tors, who presided, declared that great issues 
were at stake. They had to decide, he said, 
whether they were going to be masters, or 
let control pass out of their hands to some 
organisation outside. The whole principle 
of co-operation had been challenged, and no 
co-operator could ignore that challenge. 
They wanted no Spain there. 

Mr. J. C. Landy, manager of the factory, 
who stated that he was primarily responsible 
for the position which had arisen with re- 
gard to the dismissal of an employé :amed 
Daly, declared that the man had been rightly 
dismissed, and would have heen probably 
back in a few days but for the Irish Trans- 
port Workers’ Union.

Allegations that an attempt had been made 
to withhold copies of certain abstracts of 
the Corporation s audited accounts from an 
official, who had been challenged on behalf 
of the Corporation to give evidence, were 
made by Mr. Sean 0 bUadhaigh, solicitor, at 
the opening of to-day’s sitting of. the Local 
Government Inquiry into the municipal 
affairs of the City of Waterford. 

The Inquiry, which has now entered on_its 
second week, is one of the most exhaustive 
investigations ever undertaken m respect of 
the management of an Irish city. 

The proceecings, which are being conducted 
in the City Hall by Mr. J. MacLysaght, 
Local Government Inspéctor, assisted by 
Mr. O Keefe, Local Government D.. .rtraent 
auditor, as assessor, are a sequel to reports 
on the audit of the Corporation's accounts 
by Mr. Sean Hurley, auditer, assisted by 
Mr. O'Sullivan. The audit occupied four 
months, and the reports deal with the years 
1952-33, 1933-34, 1954-35 and 1935-56. 

Mr. Sean 0 hUadhaigh, solicitor, who 
appeared for Alderman Dawson, other 
members of the Corporation and ri tepayers, 


i said: that he wished to draw ettention to what
